Levy Mayer’s Opinion — New Suits 


The constitutionality of the Illinois law 
requiring from..officers of corporations an 
anti-trust affidavit is about to be tested at 
the instigation of the IlMnois Manufacturers’ 
essociation. Moran, Kraus & Mayer, coun- 
sel for the association, will take steps to that 
end at once. The lew is said to be so broad 
that a corporation would have to go out of 
business if it complied with it. Many cor-

Attorney General Akin already has begun 
in Cook County several hundred suits 
against alleged offenders under this law, and 
intimates there are several thousand more 
yet to be begun. The penalty under the 
statute for not making the affidavit is $50 
n day. The amount of the damages for 
which the Attorney Generai will sue runs 
up into many millions of dollars. 

Levy Mayer of Moran, Kraus & Mayer said 
of the law: 

The statute is extraordinary and unique.

WOULD ABOLISH INSURANCE TAX 


Towa's State Treasurer Holds That the 
Law Does More Harm than 
Good. 


his annual report State Treasurer Herriott 
recommends the repeal of the law taxing 
foreign insurance companies. After show- 
ing that the receipts from taxation of 
insurance companies amounted during the 
biennial period to $304,468.09, of which $231,- 
420.77 were paid by companies in the United 
States outside of Iowa, and $36,326.70 by 
foreign companies, the Treasurer argues the 
injustice of the Iowa law in regard to the 
taxation of foreign companies. 

The law provides for a tax on Iowa insur- 
ance companies of 1 per cent of the premiums 
received less losses paid and premiums re- 
turned; on stipulated premium or assessment 
associations outside of Iowa doing business 
in the State the rate is the same; on United 
States companies 2½ per cent on their premi- 
um receipts, and on foreign companies 3% 
per cent.

VICIIM OF THE PATRIA. 


ONE DEATH RESULTS FROM THE DIS- 
ASTER TO THE LINER. 


L. Duplace, German Consul at San 


Juan, Porte Rico, Expires from the 
Result of Shock—Was Dragged from 


and Placed in a Boat by the Captain 
’ —Passengers Praise the Bravery of 
the Boat’s Officers and Crew. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK WORLD AND 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Nov. 16.—Some thrilling nar 
ratives were told today of the loss of the 
Hamburg-American liner Patria, all of 
which go to show Commander Frohlich and 
his crew acted with remarkable bravery and 
coolness, 
Among the passengers were L. Duplace. 
German Consul of San Juan, Porto Rico, who 
was traveling to Germany, accompanied by 
his wife. The shock had such a serious effect 
on him that he died at the Harp Hotel. 
The first-class passengers, almost without 
exception, lost everything except what they 
wore. Some were without jackets or hats, 
and one old lady suffered much from trying 
experiences, being shoeless. 
T. Cowden Laughlin of the New Jersey 
University, on his way to Germany to study 
for a professorship, said: The first intima- 
tion of there being anything wrong was 
conveyed to the passengers about 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning, when we were called up 
and noticed smoke proceeding from the di- 
rection of the engine-room amidships. It 
was still hoped the fire might not be of a 
serious character, ‘and Captain Frohlich 
thought he might be able to reach Hamburg, 
but about 9 o’ciock the fire was gaining rap- 
idly on the ship, the smoke ascending in 
dense, black volumes. The fire appeared to 
have originated in the middle of the ship and 
extended to the fore part. I could see the 
flames issuing from the hold and the iron 
deck and sides became intensely hot. The 
vessel was heavily laden, drawing twenty- 
nine feet of water. The discipline of the

BEATS WIFE ALMOST TO DEATH. 


Constantine Galowski, Eighty-seventh 
Street and Houston Avenue, Vents 
Anger at Finding No supper. 


Enraged by the failure of his wife, Kate, to 
have his supper prepared for him when he 
returned from his labors at the Illinois steel 
works, Constantine Galowski, 31 years of 
age, residing at EKighty-seventh street and 
Houston avenue, beat and kicked her until 
her body was covered with bruises, from 
the effects of which she may die. Galowski 
was arrested by Policeman Halicki of the 
South Chicago Police Station while he was 
still kicking at the unconscious body of his 
wife. He is locked up at the South Chicago 
Station. Mrs. Galowski was taken to the 
County Hospital, where her condition is 
pronounced critical 

Galowski and his wife had been married 
for soine years. The husband is employed 
as a laborer at the steel works. Galowski, 
it is said, is subject to fits of rage, during 
which he has been known to strike his wife, 
but she never made any complaint. 

Last night when Galowski returned from 
his work at 6 o'clock he found that his wife 
had not prepared his supper, there being 
nothing in the house. He flew into a fit of 
rage, and seizing a strap to which was at- 
tached a heavy buckle he commenced beat- 
ing the woman over the shoulders and back 
with it, inflicting serious injuries. His wife 
tried to escape from the house, but was un- 
able to do so, and Galowski kept on beating 
and kicking her. | 
The house of the Galowskis is isolated, 
and it was some time before the cries of Mrs. 
Galowski attracted attention., Finally, Po- 
liceman Halicki, who was passing, heard her

Freight Steamer Wrecked Against Crib 
WII Be Raised—May Save 


The work of raising the Conestoga, the 
Anchor line freight steamer which collided 
with the Carter H. Harrison crib in a dense 
fog early yesterday morning, was begun 
several hours later. The vessel lies in the 
mouth of the river firmly aground and full 
of water. The bow is badly broken. Dur- 
ing the day longshoremen took out of the 
sunken boat about 200 tons of undamaged

DISAPPOINTMENT IN LONDON AT THE 
ABSENCE OF METEORS. 


Dr. Lockyer of the Kensington Museum 
Doesn't Believe the Shower Has 
Gone and Hopes to See It Yet-Yale 
“Professor Sees a Few, and One 

. Bright One Reported from Cham- 
paign—Denver Gets Best Display— 


Cause a Panic in Russia.

LONDON, Nov. 16.—The meteorites 
either changed the date of their appear- 
ance or gave their performance so quietly 
that the astronomers at this end of the 
earth failed to get even a glimpse of them 
from the gallery at the Solar Physics Ob- 
servatory at South Kensington. N 
Every arrangement for photographing the 
expected shower of Leonides was completed 
several days aga Since Wednesday the 
skies have been watched every minute by a 
faithful little band of scientists, but in vain. 


The meteors came not once. 


It is true shortly after midnight one beau- 
tiful meteorite flashed out, but it only shim- 
mered an instant and then disappeared. The 
men at the cameras quickly sighted their 
instruments to receive the celestial bom 
bardment, but though they kept their posts 
until daybreak not another star took a 


tumble. 


Haven’t Lost Hope. 


The scientists at Kensington were cold 
and disappointed when daybreak arrived 
with no results, but they still clung to a 
slight hope. Neither Sir Norman Lockyer 
nor his son, Dr. Lockyer, despair of seeing 


the great shower yet. 


“I can't believe that shower really has 
fallen,” said his son this evening. 
supposing it had fallen at the time and was 
not seen in England it must have been seen 
in America and Australia. Yet not a word 


has come from either place.” 


What about the 140 meteorites seen in 
Austria and the fifty seen in America?” 


Sprinkle Is Not a Shower. 

Those are not a shower. If a shower 
should be seen it would be impossible to 
count the falling Leonides. It was found 
impossible in 1866, when the sky for sev- 
eral hours was continuously full of hundreds 
The whole heavens would 
be, lighted up. The sky was overcast all of 
Wednesday night and photography was im- 
possible, but I think we should have seen 
the indications of a shower had it fallen. 
I believe there is still a chance of our seeing 
it. At any rate we stand by all tonight and 


tomorrow night.”

OBSERVATIONS IN AMERICA. 


A Number of Meteors Seen in Various 
Places, but Nowherean Elabo- 


rate Display. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 16.—[{Special.]— 
Observations by the Yale astronomers at 
midnight tonight showed a good-sized num- 
ber of meteors visible. More were in sight 
than any night since the shower began, The 
Yale astronomers were inclined to think the 
main showers of the Leonides would take 
place about 4 o' clock on Friday morning. 


Think the Shower Has Passed. 

Princeton, N. J., Nov. 16.—[{Special.]—Al- 
though Professor Charles A. Young and his 
assistants, Professors Libbey and Reed, are 
of the belief that the meteoric shower 
passed some time before midnight last night 
they watched faithfully again tonight. Pro- 
fessor Young said: “I have not seen even a 
sign of a Leonid so far tonight, and although 
the chances are about 100 to 1 against any- 
thing like a display I shal] stay up all night 
to make sure. Last night we saw in all only 
eight Leonides, and the conditions were not 
bay all favorable for getting photographs of 
them.“ 


Sees a Brilliant One. 


_Champaign, III., Nov. 16.~[Special. Pro- 
fessor Myers and his corps of assistants of 
the University of Illinois counted twenty 
Leonides early this morning. With one ex- 
ception they were small and possessed little 
brilliancy. The one exception was the most 
1 ting star Professor Myers 

ever saw. It rose from a point a considerable 
distance from the radiant, streaked across 
the sky for a distance of eighteen degrees, 
and burst near the zenith. It was of reddish 
color, and was about a third as large as the 
moon. Its trail was apparent for eight sec- 
onds after its passage. It was impossible to 
photograph the meteor. 


Photographs Obtained. 

New York, Nov. 16.—Professor Rees of 
and Mr. Moore of Harvard are 
at Charles A. Post's observatory at Bay- 
port, L. I., watching for the shower of me- 
teors.

Why There Has Been No Shower. 
Richmond, Va., Nov. 16.—({8pecial.]—Pro- 
fessor Ormond Stone of the Leander McCors 
mick Observatory at the University ot Vir- 
ginia, in explaining the absence of the 
showers of meteors expected sad: Per- 
haps the earth’s orbit does not any lohger 
intersect the denser portion of the meteor 
stream, and the great showers occur- 
ling every thirty-three years are now a thing 


of the past. Since the showers of 66, the 


meteor stream has approximated close to the 
two largest planets of the solar system. It 
was near Saturn in April, 1870, and near 
Jupiter in August of last year. The attrac- 
tion of these great bodies has in the nature 
of the case changed the orbit of the stream.“ 


MEAGER RESULTS IN LEONIDES. 


Astronomers at Northwestern and Chi- 
cago Universities Have Little Luck 
in Meteor Photographs. 


Local attempts to photograph the shower 
of meteors scheduled to take place yester- 
day morning met with little success. The 
observation parties which spent two nights 
watching for the Leonides were rew 
meagerly. 

At the University of Chicago Dr. Kurt 
Laves and Professor F. R. Moulton, with a 
large party of students, spent Tuesday night 
on the roof of Ryerson Hall waiting for the 
display. Dr. Laves says twelve meteors 
were counted, three of which were brilliant, 
all coming from the radiant of the Leonides. 
The weather was unfavorable, but just be- 
fore dawn the sky cleared and a photo- 
graphic plate was exposed for twenty-seven 
minutes. When the plate was developed 
it was discovered that the daylight wave had 
blurred it. Not a meteor was visible in the 
part developed. 

Last night Dr. Laves, with a party, again 
watched for the appearance of the wander- 
ing star pebbles, hoping for better results, 
with little success. The party was still on 
watch at 2:80 a. m. 

At Northwestern University in the morn- 
ing Professor Hough of Dearborn observa- 
tory made some gratifying observations. 
He secured a photograph of the heavens at 
me radiating point of the meteors, exposing 
the plates just before dawn, when the sky 
clear The bright moontight and mist in- 
terfe seriously with the work of the 
astronomers, and meteors fainter than a 
star of the second magnitude were invisible. 

Professor Elias Colbert said last night: 

Tur TRIBUNE of Wednesday morning re- 
ported the following as having been stated 
by me to a reporter on the previous evening, 
near midnight: ‘ According to calculations 
made last year I expected that the maximum 
display would be visible to western Europe 
about 4 o'clock on the morning of Nov. 15. I 


see no reason to changé those deductions.’ 


‘ This statement is verified by the observed 
facts, so far as reported, and I now add that 
it is probable that when vessels which were 
on the Atlantic last Wednesday morning 
reach port it will be found that there was a 
bigger display visible in some 20° of west 
longitude from Greenwich than any that has 
been reported as witnessed from land in 
Europe. I add a statement of my deduction 
that the display of our Nov. 15 of next year 
is more likely to be seen at its best towards 
the Pacific coast in the United States than 
at any point in the Mississippi Valley or 
eastward thereof; and that after next year 
we shall have no more imposing exhibitions 
of meteor downfall from the Leonid radiant. 
The famous thirty-three-year showers wil! 


pass into history, because the path of the 
matter which hitherto has furnished them 


will have been carried outside the earth’s 
orbit.“ 


WILL CARRY UP THE CASES. 


United States Supreme Court to Settle 
Two Suits of Interest in 


Springfield, III., Nov. 16.—[Special.)—The 
case of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
vs. The City of Chicago, generally known as 
the hack stand case, in which a decision was 
recently rendered by the Lillinois Supreme 
Court against the railroad company, and 
that of Cummings and others against the 
West Chicago Park Commissioners, a special 
assessment case, also recently decided by 
the Illinois Supreme Court, are to go to the 
Supreme. Court of the United States on a 
writ of error. Thé records in the two cases 
have been prepared in the office of Clerk 
Mamer and are now ready to be sent to 
Washington. 


Both of these cases have been in the courts 
for from three to four years. The first one 
grew out of a fight between the railroads 
centering in the Union Depot and a number 
of hack and cab owners involving the right 
of the latter to keep their vehicles standing 
in front of the depot.

Many Rumors Are Afloat.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—The embargo on news 
at the Cape has been so prohibitive that any- 
thing may have happened at Ladysmith dur- 
ing the last eight days. For this reason the 
rumor from Pretoria via Lourenzo Marquez 
that General Joubert had fallen in action 
on Thursday week can neither be accepted 
nor rejected. That was the day on which the 
last official dispatch with the details of the 
bombardment was sent through to Durban. 
The rumor of his death fits in with the vague 
reports previously received that the gun 
firing that day was unusually severe and 
that a close approach was made to the Brit- 
ish lines of defense. It is also exposed to the 
inherent improbability that an engagement 
could have taken place and the Boer com- 
mander been killed without the world know- 
ing something about it within eight days. 
General Joubert’s death would naturally 
have produced an important effect upon the 
Boer plan of attack. A younger and more 
impulsive General would have taken his 
place and been likely to border an assault 
upon General White’s position. 


Man of High Quality. 

General Joubert has been at once the most 
resourceful Generai and the noblest patriot 
on the Boer side. He refused to take office 
under Sir Theophilus Shenstone’s scheme of 
British annexation when President Kruger 
himself was less scrupulous. He protested 
against that act of aggression and was wall- 
ing to fight for the liberties of the Transvaal 
when President Kruger was not equally 
stanch. General Joubert, while as full of 
craft and wiles as any old deer-stalker, was 
no match for Kruger in the subtleties of 
politics. He lacked Kruger’s grit and in- 
flexible will. 


' Rumor Reaches London.

ceive such official information before any 
other source of information could be estab- 
lished. The Boers realizing their weak- 
ness at Ladysmith upon the approach of 
the British troops from Durban, may have 
sent a message of Joubert's death in order 
to create a relaxation in the vigilance of 
the British and lead them to believe that 
the loss of their chief would necessarily 
change the Boer tactics, so that they might 
be induced to leave the trenches and forti- 
fications at Ladysmith and make an as- 
sault upon the Boers surrounding the town, 
thus drawing them out and giving the Boers 
an opportunity of making their long con- 
templated and final blow to White's forces 
before the arrival of reinforcements from 
Durban, when they would be obliged to re- 
treat to the Drakensberg. 


DEVELOPMENTS OF THE WAR. 


Friend of General Buller Says He Will 
Not Be Drawn into the 
Mountains.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—While the sensational

| been confirmed the Boers have repeated the 


earliest incident of the war by attacking 
and destroying the armored train which 
has been used for reconnoitering purposes. 
The earliest accounts of this affair differ 
in details, but it is evident the train was 
suddenly fired upon between Estcourt and 
Colenso and probably derailed. The train 
gun was disabled, according to one ac- 
count, and the men were forced into a hard 
fight, in which there were serious losses in 
killed and wounded and possibly prisoners 
as well. It was a good Boer trap, and the 
British force apparently was surprised. Est- 
court has already been reinforced, and it is 
not likely the Boers will attempt to invest it. 
as the Mohawk has arrived at the Cape 
with the Twelfth Lancers and the cavalry 
will be available in three days for the relief 
column. 

Reports from the reconnoissance from the 
Orange River to Belmont accompany the 
accounts of the attack on the armored train 
above Estcourt, and serve to indicate that 
Kimberley as well as Ladysmith will be re- 
lieved before a general advance is made 
through the Orange Free State. Military 
experts now agree that the two exposed 

on each flank will be delivered 
from attack by the enemy’ in superior 
strength before the original plan for the in- 
vasion of the two republics and the occupa- 
tion of their capitals is carried out, and 
that the latter movement will be deferred 
until the end of the year, when the new 
division now mobilizing have disem- 
barked in south Africa.

While the Emperor’s visit has 
been shortened there is reason to believe 
that important diplomatic work will be 
done, as he will be attended by a staff quali- 
fied to discuss many questions with Lord 
Salisbury, including Herr Klehmet, who 
has the reputation of being an expert on 
Asiatic affairs. The impression is general 
in diplomatic circles that while cold water 
has been thrown upon the municipal dem- 
onstrations in honor of the Emperor this 
strictly private visit will not be without 
practical and important results, although 
the attitude of a portion of the German 
press has been so bitter that it has been 
necessary to avoid the appearance of ex- 
ploiting ostentatiously his reception in Eng- 
land.

The prevalent opinion is that the Trans- 
vaal executive would be tried for murder if 
such a thing should occur. 


Register All Refugees. 
DURBAN (Friday).—So many. refugees of 
ill repute continue to come in that the com- 
mandant is making them all register. 
A thousand men are enrolled in the Im- 
perial Light Infantry, and the rifie clubs 
are drilling actively. 


Russian Plans in the Orient. 

ST. PETERSBURG (Tuesday).—Major 
General Yonoff, who played an important 
part a few years ago in the Pamirs, has 
been appointed military Governor and com- 
mander df all the troops and ataman of the 
local Cossacks in the Seven River Province 
on the Chinese frontier, which district has 
just been specially visited by General Krou- 
patkin, the Minister of War. 

Today's Exchange Gazette reports a new 
and interesting financial operation by which 
the Russian railway stock is to be placed 
for the first time on the markets of the 
United States and which consists in an at- 
tempt to realize 20,000,000 roubles of the 4 
per cent government guaranteed bonds of 
the Viadikavkas and Southeastern railway 
company through the medtum of the New 
York Life Insurance company and its agents 
in all towns in America. It is described as 
an experiment, upon the success of which 
will depend further offers of Russian rail- 
way bonds on a market hitherto courted in 
vain. 

Gives Russia Railway Grant. 

ODESSA (Tuesday)—It is reported that 
the Russian Ambassador at Constantinople 
has obtained from the Sultan on behalf of a 
Russian subject a concession for the con- 
struction of a railway from Samsun, via 
Sivas and Kaisarieh. This concession is 

wed in the light of a diplomatic triumph 
by Russia's representative at the Porte. 
The railway is regarded as having a purely 
strategic value and is to be controlled al- 
most entirely by Russians, although a great- 
er part of the capital is to be offered for sub- 
scription to Belgian capitalists. 


Austrian View of Pope’s Attitude. 

VIENNA (Thursday)—It is scarcely sur- 
prising to find the Vienna papers today giv- 
ing prominence to the alleged reply of the 
Pope to the application for his intervention 
in the affair of the French Assumptionist 
fathers as reported by the Paris Temps. 

If it is true that the Pope declared as is 
affirmed by the Temps that politics should 
not be mixed up with religion; and that he 
would not interfere in domestic affairs in 
France, there may be some hope that his 
holiness has contemplated extending the 
same inestimable benefits to this country. 
That is to say, that the sovereign pontiff, 
realizing the effect of Vatican influence in 
Austrian interior politics, has decided to 
withhold it in the future and confine the 
exercise of papal authority to purely spir- 
itual matters. The information published 
by the Temps has, however, the appearance 
of probability. 


Sultan Makes Promises. 
CONSTANTINOPLE (Wednesday)—The 
assemblage of Albanian chiefs at Prisrend 
has dispersed on the Sultan's promise to 
Vali Stall to change his attitude and re- 
nounce his pro-Servian policy. 


_ Reported Trouble with Albanians. 

USKUB (Wednesday)—Telegrams report a 
serious conflict of the Serbs with the Malis- 
sori Albanians near the frontier village of 
Lauchani. The Albanians were defeated, 
and are now preparing to attack the village. 
There was also a demonstration at Mytilene 
against Abeddin Pasha, the Vali of the 
archipelago. The Sultan has appointed a 
special commission to investigate the Vali’s 
conduct. 


Military Expert Opinion. 
The Times today prints the following 


opinion of the south African situation by its 
military expert: 

“At a moment when éverything pointed 
to a successful clearance of the Boers from 
the south of Ladysmith this small reverse 
at Chieveley is nothing more than an irri- 
tating reminder that the new situation 
created by the arrival of reinforcements is 
not yet fully developed, and it also shows 
the Boers are in some force to the south of 
the Tugela, as otherwise it is not unlikely 
they would have any artillery with them. 
Of the engagement it is not necessary to 
speak seriously. 

The armored trains have proved extreme- 
ly useful in this war, but have obvious draw- 
backs, and when exposed to accurate artil- 
lery fire are much in the same unfortunate 
position as a torpedo boat which has come 
under the guns of a battleship. It is unfor- 
tunate that the lack of artillery and the 
distance from Estcourt should have rendered 
any but Red Cross aid out of the question, 
but in a sense the latter circumstance is a 
eatisfactory indication that Murray’s garri- 
son is hardly likely to be pressed before the 
artillery reinforcements from Durban are 
available. 

It seems likely that the present Boer tac- 
tics with regard to Ladysmith are intended

PARIS, Nov. 16.—There was another tu- 


multuous session in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties and the government was reproached 
for the existence of socialism in the coun- 
try and the growing power of Socialists and 
Freemasons. Premier Waldeck-Rousseau 
declared that he had been faithful to his 
promise to defend the republic, although 
each man in the Cabinet had a right to his 
own political views.

The Premier in return 
replied that he had opposed socialism until 
he found a worse danger menaced France 
in the reactionary revolution, the success of 
which was the surest way to extreme so- 
clalism and the inauguration of the com- 
mune. The Cabinet won a vote of confidence 
by a good majority. 
Buffet Will Continue to Plot. 

In the High Senate Court the interroga- 
tion of M. Andre Buffet was commenced. 
M. Buffet denied the existence of the plot, 
but said that he always had and always 
would conspire against the republic in the 
interest of the Duke of Orleans. 

Guerin interrupted the discussion and Sena- 
tor Rane interposed and told him that he 
was no longer in Fort Chabrol.

The 
Premier concluded with saying the govern- 
ment’s program was inspired by the wish te 
constitute a society strong enough to insure 
respect for the opinion of every one and im- 
pose respect for republican institutions. 
Our program will be to serve as a rallying 
flag for all republicans.” | 


Meline Takes a Hand. 

Former Premier Meline said he desired 
neither reaction nor revolution and con- 
demned the policy of the government in gtv- 
ing the Socialists access to power. He 
then asserted that the High Court trial 
could have been sent before the ordinary 
courts, which drew forth violent Leftist 
protests. The speaker also said he opposed 
the program of the government and the.

If they were openly’ 
accused they could demand an investigation. 
Even if they had been called as witnesses at 
the hearing before the United States Com- 
missioner they gracefully could heve asked 
the appointment of a committee to look over 
their accounts. There is no question that 
their names appear on the McLain mem- 
oranda, but they may be able either to prove 
that they were used without their knowledge 
or that the sales and purchases indicated 
were legitimately made in the open market 
There is a general belief that the volume of 
trade has increased since the reform cam- 
Paign has started. 


Investigating Committee Sits. 

Directors Winans, Beauvais, and Buck- 
ley, the committee appointed to investigate 
McLain Bros. & Co., held a brief meeting 
during the afternoon, but accomplished 
practically nothing. The committee did not 
visit the McLain offices, but met elsewhere, 
and talked over ways and means of accom- 
plishing the task allotted by the directors. 
No specific time has been set for the exami- 
nation on which the report to the directors 
will be based. The regular bucket-shop com- 
mittee of the directory will finish the in- 
vestigation of the accounts of Arthur R. 
Jones & Co. tomorrow afternoon. 

Incidents connected with the McLain 
method of doing business were a fruitful 
source of conversation on the floor, and not 
a little attention was given to the manner 
in which, a year or so ago, the firm flooded 
the country with printed matter setting 
forth the pernicious effect of bucket-shops. 
In the light of recent developments the anti- 
bucket-shop circulars were generally secre 
at as a joke. 


One Market Letter. 

The interest in the case has induced many 
of the writers of market letters to incor- 
porate therein something on the bucket-shop 
situation and the serious strafte in which 
the members of the board find themselves, 
One house sent out the following: 

Nothing short of the most vigorous reform méas- 
ures will restore the Chicago Board of Trade to 
Public confidence. There was a.time when mem- 
bership in that organization meant a high. stand- 
ard of business honor, but It present qr — 
are allowed to continue and devel 4 * 
ship will bécome a stigma rather thas — 
of integrity. Speculative business has dwindled 
to insignificant proportions; memberships are 
kicked around among irresponsible youngsters at 
less than 2 per cent of the value of New York 
Stock Exchange seats. Nine country traders out 
of ten will declare that manipulation controls 
prices on the Chicago board. The board has de- 
nounced bucket shops; now, it appears that it has 
been nourishing the viper on its own vitals. The 
honest majority has stood indolently by while a 
few firms have brought disgrace on the entire 
organization by dishonestly smothering the busi- 
ness which should be maintaining the price of 
the country’s most important products, and inct- 
dentally bringing a paying trade to the desks of 


honorable commission men. When membership 


in the Chicago Board of Trade ceases to furnish 
to outside customers a guarantee that their trades 
will be honestly executed, then Board of Trade 
commission houses have no longer any excuse 
for existence, and Congress is warranted in pass- 
ing a stringent anti-option law. In a time of un- 
paralleled prosperity and speculative activity in 
every direction, when stock exchange business 
has doubled, and tron is three times its former 
value, when every farmer and investor in the 
West has more money than ever before in the 
history of the country, the Chicago Board of 
Trade is sliding downhill with the rapidity of a 
greased toboggan. Where will it land in the 
next era of dullness and depression? 

More interest is being taken every day in

South Chicago business-men and residents 
are complaining that the city ordinances 
regarding the blockading of streets by 
freight trains are neither obeyed nor en- 
forced. At the South Chicago office of the 
Baltimore and Ohio road it Is claimed the 
ordinance is observed, and the 1 say 
they have a regular detail for t 
crossings. 

One of the complainants is the South Chi- 
cago Teaming company. At that company’s 
office yesterday it was said the Ninetieth 
street crossing of the Baltimore and Ohio 
and Illinofs Central tracks is in a state of 
continual blockade.

WORRY AROUND THE PIT. 


Delay in Disposal of MeLain Cases Fos- 
ters Rumors—Names of Suspected 
Parties Freely Bandied About—Sur- 
prise to the Prosecution—Investi- 
gating Committee Sits but Does 
Practically Nothing — Contents of 
One Market Letter. | 


The delay, which cannot be avoided in the 
disposal of the cases against McLain Bros., 
keeps up the excitement on the Board of 
Trade floor. Rumors travel with accelerat- 
ed speed and names of suspected parties are 
bandied about with a freedom which would 
not have been tolerated a month ago. If 
the directory was to investigate all the evi- 
dence which comes to it by “ common re- 
port it would have a continuous per- 
formance "’ on its hands. 

One private wire house had to make de- 
nials that it had any intention of trans- 
ferring trades. The manager of the concern, 
by getting out promptly, had the satisfaction 
of tracing the rumor to its source. It is an 
open secret that the evidence has all been 
collected in another case, but action may 
be delayed for some little time. 


Surprise the Prosecution. 


The McLain Bros. gave the prosecution a 
Gisagreeable surprise in the morning exami- 
nation. There will be no session of the fed- 
eral grand jury until April or May and the 
hearing will have to be postponed until that 
time. The prosecution expected that the 
preliminary hearing would involve the half- 
dozen firms whose names appear on the Mc- 
Lain-Hyke trade memoranda. If the plan to 
involve them before the time of the annual 
election is worked out some new method of 
procedure will have to be adopted. These 
Parties claim to have nothing to conceal and 
are ready for an investigation. They are put 
into un unfair position. If they were openly 
accused they could demand an investigation. 
Even if they had been called as witnesses at 
the hearing before the United States Com- 
missioner they gracefully could have asked 
the appointment of a committee to look over 
their accounts. There is no question that 
their names appear on the McLain mem- 
oranda, but they may be able either to prove 
that they were used without their knowledge 
or that the sales and purchases indicated 
were legitimately made in the open market 
There is a general belief that the volume of 
trade has increased since the reform cam- 
Ppaign has started. 


Investigating Committee Sits. 


Directors Winans, Beauvais, and Buck- 
ley, the committee appointed to investigate 


McLain Bros. & Co., held a brief meeting 


during the afternoon, but accomplished 
practically nothing. The committee did not 
visit the McLain offices, but met elsewhere, 
and talked over ways and means of accom- 
plishing the task allotted by the directors. 
No specific time has been set for the exami- 
nation on which the report to the directors 
will be based. The regular bucket-shop com- 
mittee of the directory will finish the in- 
vestigation of the accounts of Arthur R. 
Jones & Co. tomorrow afternoon: 

Incidents connected with the 
method of doing business were a fruitful 
source of conversation on the floor, and not 
a little attention was given to the manner 
in which, a year or 80 ago, the firm flooded 
the country with printed matter setting 
forth the pernicious effect of bucket-shops. 
In the light of recent developments the anti- 
bucket-shop circulars were generally * 
at as a joke. 


One Market Letter. 
The interest in the case has induced many 


of the writers of market letters to incor- 


porate therein something on the bucket-shop 
situation and the serious straits in which 
the members of the board find themselves, 
One house sent out the following:

When membership | 
in the Chicago Board of Trade ceases to furnish 
to outside customers a guarantee that their trades 
will be honestly executed, then Board of Trades 
commission houses have no longer any excuse 
for existence, and Congress is warranted in pass- 
ing a stringent anti-option law. In a time of un- 
paralleled prosperity and speculative activity in 
every direction, when stock exchange business 
has doubled, and tron is three times its former 
value, when every farmer and investor in the 
West has more money than ever before in the 
history of the country, the Chicago Board of 
Trade is sliding downhill with the rapidity of a 
gr toboggan. Where will it land in the 
next era of dullness and depression?

PARK ENTERPRISE. 
St. Louis has within recent years covered 


‘a considerable part of one of its small parks 


with its new City Hall, while it has suf- 
fered a private organization to occupy every 
foot of another with the exposition building. 
The result is that it now has only one public 
open space within a radius of five miles 
from the river. The temptation to make 
such use of spaces is often strong, but no 
city in yielding thereto accredits itself 
either in its own eyes or in the eyes of the 
general public. 
Indianapolis, on the other hand, following 
the general movement for embellishing 
municipalities, has during the last three 
years been pursuing a different policy, and 
as a result it now has three large parks of 
from 80 to 950 acres each, and eight smaller 
ones of from three to twenty-four acres 
each, while the eleven taken together con- 
tain 1,250 acres. There are also in the city 
two improved triangular spaces and two 
miles of streets with park strips from fifteen 
to fifty feet wide running through the 
center. This liberal total of park areas in 
a city of twenty-seven square miles and 
190,000 le has been acquired chiefly 
within two Years, 
In 1895 the four parks of the city com- 
prised but 116 acres. Legislation was then 
secured, however, authorizing the city to 
issue bonds for park purposes, and $350,000 
of bonds were accordingly issued. It was 
at first proposed to acquire a strip of vary- 
ing width running for six miles along White 
River and along one of its branches. The 
expense promised to exceed the appropria- 
tion, and instead a tract of 953 acres ex- 
tending for about two and one-half miles on 
both sides of White River, and situated 
about the same distance from the center of 
the city, was purchased, .and this is now 
being improved. Certain minor tracts have 
also been added from the proceeds of th 
bonds. | 7 
While five of the eight small parks are 
fortunately within a mile and a half of the 
center of the city, the large and more re- 
mote area lately secured will furnish an in- 
valuable resort for those who wish to range 
more widely in search of exercise and 
scenery.

WOMEN AND CHARITY. 

The London Spectator recently made use 
of statistics to show that women in Eng- 
land, since they have been allowed testa- 


clined than men. It says that during a 
period of eight years out of $50,000,000, 
over which 150 women exercised testa- 
mentary power, they have bequeathed more 
than 25 per cent for religious and chari- 
table objects, while the proportion given 
by men during the same time has been bat 
11% per cent. 

It would be interesting were the figures 
at hand for the last eight years to make 
a comparative statement of the amounts 
left by women in the United States for 
charitable and religious purposes. Some 
general statistics for the present year may 
be cited which are of interest in this con- 
nection. The total bequests this year to 
date for public purposes, where the 
amount bequeathed has been in sums of 
over $1,000, foot up $20,624,807. Of this 
sum women have bequeathed $2,231,034 as 
follows: For educational purposes, $845,- 
$00; for the church, $533,600; for charity, 
$812,634; for libraries, $39,000. If the 
sums donated were added to those be- 
queathed duying the year it would be found 
that, in proportion to the amount of money 
possessed by each, women in this country 
are more generous than men. 

In this copnectidn the Spectator makes a 
comment which has more than once been 
suggested by Tun Trisune. It says: 
We doubt whether the safe incomes in 
which their managers exult do not diminish 
the streams of charity; whether the tempta- 
tion where there is much invested money 
to improve the institution rather than the 
position of its beneficiaries is not over- 
whelmingly strong, we wish the charitable 
ladies who dispose of such large fortunes 
would subscribe more and bequeath less.“ 
The suggestion made by the Spectator is 
just as pertinent in the case of men as it 
is of women. The number of wealthy 
persons, however, who are disposing of 
their money during their lifetime is in- 
creasing rapidly. Notable examples have 
been set this year by Andrew Carnegie, 
Philip D. Armour, and D. K. Pearsons of 
Chieago, Mr. Simmons of Kenosha, Wis.; 
Mr. Rockefeller of New York, Samuel Cup- 
ples of St. Louis, Jacob Schiff of New York, 
Edward Tuck of Baltimore, H. L. Hig- 
ginson of Boston, and John S. Pillsbury

THE TREASURY TO BUY BONDS. 
Early in the week the Secretary of the 


“Treasury said there would be no bord 


purchases to relieve the alleged stringency 
in the money market. Day before yester- 
day, after consultation with the President, 
he issued a call for the redemption of 
$25,000,000 of 4 and 5 per cent bonds. 
This action cannot be imputed to the banks. 
It is said they have not asked for relief 
and some New York bankers are quoted 
as saying the action of the Secretary is 
not judicious; that they do not believe 
the situation calls for bond purchases at 
this time; and that the money market will 
soon cure itself. 

According to a Washington dispatch the 
President and the Secretary have received 
from manufacturers who are large borrow- 
ers letters complaining of the high rates 
of interest they are compelled to pay for 
temporary accommodations. They are of 
the opinion that those high rates are due 
to a scarcity of currency, occasioned part- 
ly by the unusual activity in commercial 
and industrial affairs and partly by the 
large accumulation af cash in the Treasury, 
These are the representations which have 
induced the President and Secretary to 
resume bond redemptions after a seven- 
year period in which there have been bond 
issues and no redemptions. 

The government bid for the bonds is 
the price at which they were selling at 
New York on Wednesday. The Treasury 
is open for offers until. Nov. 30 unless the 
twenty-five millions shall have been offered 
prior to that time. If the holders of bonds 
do not care to avail themselves of this 
opportunity, then it will be seen that 
the monetary stringency is more apparent 
than real. Yesterday only small holders 
responded to the Secretary's invitation. It 
may be banks and trust institutions prefer 
to keep their bonds. On the other hand, 
if bonds are offered to the amount of twenty- 
five millions the government will save the 
sum of $2,475,000, that being the difference 
between the premium and the amount of 
interest which would have to be paid if 
the bonds were allowed to run to maturity. 

If pouring into the channels of trade 
twenty-eight million dollars, now lying idle 
in the Treasury, relieves the money mar- 
ket and thus aids manufacturers and others 
engaged in legitimate business, nobody will 


however, for twenty-eight millions is 
only about 2 per cent of the total volume 
of money in circulation. But even if the 
alleged stringency in the money market is 
not perceptibly abated, the government will 
have saved $2,475,000 and the people will 
behold with pleasure a return to the policy 
of extinguishing the public debt. The 
Secretary’s action is to be commended no 
matter what the outcome may be.

In an article entitled “ The Happy End- 
ing in Novels an author in the last number 
of Literature discusses the human and 
humane desire that mankind entertains for 
bappy terminations in romances. The 
author cites the example of Darwin, who, it 
seems, in advanced age, would read only 
those novels that ended pleasantly. It may 
have been that Darwin, knowing how un- 
happy the beginnings of men were, was 
more zealous about their enjoying happy 
endings, or it may be that age had some- 
thing to do with it. . 

In youth and in old age one demands a 
happy finis. Youth refuses to acknowledge 
that life affords any other termination, while 


between these two extremes there is an age 
of philosophy, when one can contemplate 
with equanimity the deaths or non-mar- 
riages of heroes and heroines. If they die 
the middle-aged philosopher. declares that 
they escaped a good deal of trouble, and if 
they fail to marry—he makes the same re- 
mark. And then, too, he has had unhappy 
terminations in his own life, and often takes 
grim satisfaction in the fictitious sufferings 
of others. 

The author of the article in Literature 
believes that men's minds grow lethargic 
or work only in a groove; they lose the de- 
sire to be thrilled or stirred, and retain only 
a gentle desire to be, as the phrase is, 
tickled,” And, again, he declares: “ We do 
not always want otr nerves strung to tragic 
issues; what we ask, and what we find, is 
some harmless and happy neffenthe.“ If 
Darwin had only written a book throwing 
some light upon the end of species, neither 
he nor others of his kind would be so so- 
licitous for the “ happy ending ” in this life.

EXPERIMENTS ON MAN OF OATS.— 
In a series of reports just published by the Agri- 
cultural department of the Glasgow and West of 
Scotland Technical College, Professor Wright 
describes a series of experiments on the manuring 
of oats carried out in 1898. Artificial manures in 
ten different tions were applied to the 
crop at a cost of from $4 to $8 per acre, and all 
gave an increase in proportion to the cost of the 
manure. Professor Macalpine, the college botan- 
ist, found, however, that this Increasé is due to 
an increase in the number of the oat grains and 
not to any increase in the size of the individual 
grains. It the eye glances down the column of 
figures showing mealing power, it is immediately 
struck by the monotony and similarity of the 
various numbers. This similarity shows that 
variety of manuring has had remarkably little 
effect on percentage of kernel.“

If Judge Tuley, in deciding a case that 
comes before him next Monday, holds that 
the National Safety Deposit company, which 
owns the First National Bank Building, 
must pay into the school fund $60,000 a year 
ground rental instead of $30,000, both the 
bank directors and the Board of Education 
will face a knotty problem. 

According to Samuel M. Nickerson, a di- 
rector of the Safety Deposit company, the in- 
come from the property will not warrant 
paying the rental, and the lease may be 
abandoned. 

President Graham H. Harris of the Board 
of Education insists that the present build- 
ing is not valuable enough for the location, 
and that a modern fireproof structure should 
be erected in its place. . 

The land in question is at the northwest 
corner of Monroe and Dearborn streets, 
with a frontage of 190% feet in Dearborn 
and 95% in Monroe. 


of the Leasehold. 

In June, 1881, the present site of the First 
National Bank was leased to the National 
Safety Deposit company by the School board 
for fifty years. The present building was 
erected and an annual rental of $30,000 was 
paid into the school fund. When leased the 
ground was valued at $400,000, but in 1898 
the School board had the property revalued 
at $1,000,000. Notice was then served on the 
lessees that the annual rent would be 
doubled. 

The present building was valued by the 
Swift commission at $384,650. With the 
doubling of the rent the lessees have little 
opportunity to increase the earning power 
of the building, as the city ordinances will 
not allow of more stories being added. If 
the rent is advanced beyond current rates 
it is held that those having rooms in the 
building will seek other quarters. The stock 
of the National Safety Deposit company is 
held by the First National Bank, so that 
they are practically one in their interests. 


S. M. Nickerson’s Statement. 

Mr. Nickerson, speaking of the issue, said: 

“If Judge Tuley’s decision should be ad- 
verse to us, we may abandon the lease alto- 
gether. While the foundation of the present 
building is good and would allow of a num- 
ber of stories being added the ordinances 
of the city prohibit such a course. Doubling 
the rent, in case such a thing is allowed, 
would make it absolutely necessary to in- 
crease the earning capacity of the bullding. 


G. H. Harris’ View. 

President Harris said: The property is 
too valuable for a small building, ang in 
case there is any adjustment or transfer of 
leases I feel convinced that the Board of 
Education will expressly stipulate that a 
modern fireproof building of at least four- 
teen stories be erected to take the place of 
the one now on the First National Bank 
site. The present tenant, however, is a 
highly responsible one and we do not antici- 
pate the throwing up of the existing lease.

COLER ON CITY INDEBTEDNESS. 


Interesting Paper Read by the New 
York Controller Before the 


Municipal League. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 16.—The feature of to- 
day’s session of the National Municipal 
league was the address of Bird B. Coler, 
Controller vf Greater New York. The sub- 
ject of his paper was The City’s Power to 
Incur Indebtedness Under the Proposed Mu- 
nicipal Program, and after referring to the 
early financial difficulties of Greater New 
York Mr. Coler referred to the restriction of 
indebtedness of cities and said: 

I believe this clause tn the constitution—wholly 
admirable at the time it was written—is not alto- 
gether adapted to modern requirements in that it 
does not discriminate sufficiently between two 
classes of city debts of a wholly different charac- 
ter. A city issues bonds only for permanent im- 
provement, the benefits of which inure to pos- 
terity. But there are two classes of these im- 
provements, easily distinguishable from one an- 
other, and between which a sharp distinction 
should be drawn. In one of these classes are 
improvements which, while adding to the at- 
tractiveness, beauty, and healthfulness of a city, 
to its economical administration, or to the better 
conduct of its governmental functions, bring in 
no direct financial returns. This is by far the 
more numerous class and includes such ordinary 
works as the erection of public buildings, in- 
cluding schools, the acquisition of parks, and the 
repaving of streets. No matter how great the 
material benefits may be that are derived from 
such improvements the expense incurred is un- 
questionably a financial burden upon the tax- 
yg 1 In regard to such expenditures there can 

ho doubt as to the wisdom of establishing an 
arbitrary constitutional limit; since otherwise 
the burdens that might be thrown upon succeeding 
generations by excessive issues of bonds would 
become intolerable. 

There is another class of improvements, how- 
ever, far leas commonly met with, which either 
result in casting no burdens whatever upon the 
taxpayers or else bring in an actual profit to the 
municipality. In such cases it may be per- 
missible to ask wherein there lies any rational 
excuse for limiting the governmental activities 
of a city by constitutional restrictions. A dim 
recognition of this truth already seems to have 
found expression in State constitutions, which 
specifically except from the operation of this 
limitation bonds issued to provide for the supply 
of water, and require only that a special sinking 
fund be established for their ultimate redemption. 

Mr. Coler held that the bonds issued in 
such cases were not a real burden since 
water rents pay the interest and reduce the 
principal. He spoke of the construction of 
the rapid transit railroad and the develop- 
ment of the dock system as instances where 
the system of financing would be put into 
operation to good advantage, the work be- 
ing paid for in bonds and the property finally 
reverting to the city, practically without 
cost. Under no conditions did he favor buy- 
ing franchises, to further municipal owner- 
ship, advocating the idea of waiting until 
they ran out and then taking them. Incase 
of perpetual franchise he did not believe 
they would stand the test of the Supreme 
Court of the United States.

Wickersham’s Acceptance of Lincoln 
Gommissionership from Tanner 


By accepting the post of Lincoln Park 
Commissioner H. B. Wickersham has caused 
trouble in the Marquette club. A meeting 
will be held tomorrow night and, according 
to some of the members, Mr. Wickersham 
may be asked to resign the Presidency. 
Unless he does so, it is said, a number of the 
leading anti-Tanner Republicans will give 
up their membership in the club. 

Resolutions declaring against the renomi- 
nation of Governor Tanner, and also censur- 
ing Mr. Wickersham for accepting the 
park commissionership at his hands, are 
being prepared, and one of the members 
says that, if presented, they will be adopted 
by a large majority. In defending Mr. 
Wickersham, who is now regarded as the 
Tanner leader of the North Town wards, his 
friends, the opposition claims, will be forced 
to defend the Governor also. 

The Third Ward Republican club will 
meet tonight at Arlington Hall, Thirty- 
first street and Indiana avenue, according to 
the call issued by President Noble B. Judah. 
Whether this organization will put itself on 
record against the Governor’s renomination 
will de determined then. As Judge Hanecy, 
who resides in that ward, has been men- 
tioned as a possible Candidate, the sentiment 
of the club is said to favor resolutions in- 
dorsing him as its first choice for the nomi- 


nation. 


Schemes of the Leaders. 

Through T. N. Jamieson and Assessor 
Charles E. Randall Congressman Lorimer, 
it is said, has commenced laying wires to 
capture the Thirty-second Ward.

Word has gone out that the Twenty-second 
Ward club will announce its Gubernatorial 
choice next Wednesday night. It does not 
intend to condemn Tanner. This may in- 
duce the other North Side wards to do like- 
wise. But action of any sort depends a good 
deal on whether the organization managers 
meet in caucus before Wednesday. 


To Head Off Resolutions. 


The contention has been raised in the anti-

drawal from the field was started to head 
off the run of resolutions started by the 
Thirteenth and Twenty-fifth Ward clubs.

Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 16.—Governor Brad- 
ley has the members of both parties guess- 
ing as to what. action he will take in the 
event of a contest between Goebel and Tay- 
lor over the Governorship. Bradley’s close 
friends say he will not recognize Goebel 
as Governor if the State board goes behind 
the original returns in order to obtain for 
him a certificate of election. The Governor 
himself will not talk, but as he is in con- 
ference with Adjutant General Collier al- 
most constantly, rumors of this kind are 
worrying the Democratic leaders. No Gov- 
ernor will be inaugurated on Dec. 12, the 
date prescribed by law. The State Elec- 
tion commission has not been convened to 
eanvass the returns. The law provides 
that it must meet not later than Dec. 4. 

Senator Deboe arrived here tonight and 
is looking after Taylor’s interests.

IDENT, PROMISES NO POLITICS.

He Says Merit and Not Dictation by 
Any Faction shall Govern Employ- 
ment of Men by the Lincoln Board— 
First Meeting Since Appointment of 
New Members Held and Reorgan- 
ization Effected by Unanimous Vote, 
Only Change Being in the Head. 


The Lincoln Park board reorganized yes- 
terday, and H. B. Wickersham, who was 
elected President, said that henceforth the 
board would work on non-political lines and 
manage its trust for the benefit of the peo- 
ple rather than for the politicians. He said 
Governor Tanner requested this policy and 
that he accepted appointment as a member 
of the board only’ on condition that he be 
responsible to no faction nor candidate. 

When the board met all the recently ap- 
pointed members, Mr. Wickersham, F. H. 
Gansbergen, and George B. Byron, were 
present. Joseph E. Dunton was absent.

Whether the 
Democrats will be appointed members of the 
Service committee, which has control of the 
patronage, is not known. 

The other officers of the commission re- 
main as they were, Michael Shields, secre- 
tary, and L. J. Smith, auditor. 


Financial Questions Are Discussed. 

The questions that came up for discussion 
in the meeting were almost wholly financial, 
and the settlement of the most important 
ones was deferred. The question of the pay- 
ment of the contractors for the Diversey 
boulevard improvement was referred to the 

dent, who was given authority to act 
as he saw fit. The board followed the ex- 
ample set by the West Park board and or- 
dered off as many electric lights as could 
be dispensed with during the winter season. 

The attorney for the board was instructed 
to advertise for bids for the filling in of land 
back of the piles surrounding the newly 
made land along the lake front. It was esti- 
mated that 8,000 cubic yards of earth would 
be needed. The lowest estimate for the 
work is 35 cents a yard. 

The board decided to readvertise for bids 
for placing in position the trees along Di- 
versey boulevard. This action was forted 
by the fact that Contractor Peterson, who 
had made the lowest bid, declared that since 
the last meeting of the Park board the price 
of the work had advanced so much that he 
would be obliged to withdraw his bid. The 
placing of the trees will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $13,000. 

Superintendent Redieske was ordered to 
replace the catch-basin tops along North 
Park avenue and the Sheridan drive with 
iron ones. The board voted $1,300 for cur- 
rent expenses. 


President Wickersham’s Statement. 

In defining his policy President H. B. 
Wickersham said after the meeting: 

“I will endeavor to have an economical 
administration, an administration conduct- 
ed, as Governor Tanner has asked me to con- 
duct it, solely for the benefit of the people. 
I will not allow any payroll stuffing for po- 
litical purposes. There must be no loafing 
nor shirking of duty on the part of any park 
employé. I want efficiency above ail things, 
and if any employé of the park is not doing 
his whole duty he will be discharged if I 
have anything to say aboutit. In making 
appointments I will give preferment to Re- 
publicans, as I am a Republican, but 
efficiency will have more to do with appoint- 
ments than will politica. i 

When Governor Tanner appointed me he 
told me and the two other commissioners 
appointed by him that our appointment was 
a new step for him, as that heretofore he 
had left all political patronage in Cook 
County to the members of the machine. It 
was with the understanding that the parks 
were to be managed for the benefit of the 
people and not for the benefit of the poli- 
ticilans that I accepted the appointment as a 
member of the board.“ 


Among the New Books. 


DVANCE sheets of a new book by the 
Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis, entitled 
„Great Books as Life Teachers,“ 
have been received from the Fleming 
H. Revell company. Though Dr. 
Hillis is now pastor of Plymotth Church, 
Brooklyn, many of the chapters in this book 
will be recognized by Chicagoans. The vol- 
ume contains his brilliant lectures on great 
books, some of which were delivered in Chi- 
cago. Among the books on which Dr. Hillis 
has based separate discourses are Ruskin’s 
Seven Lamps of Architecture,” George 
Eliot’s “ Romola,’” Hawthorne’s “ Scarlet 
Letter.“ Hugo’s ‘‘ Les Misérables,” Tenny- 
son’s ‘‘ Idyls of the Ring.“ and Browning's 
Saul.“ He has treated them as a preacher 
and not as a critic, seeking for the moral 
rather than the artistic elements, but doing 
it with his usual verve and effectiveness. 

In an introductory discourse’ treating of 
the poets and essayists as the prophets of a 
new era, Dr. Hillis traces the growth of the 
modern humanitarian spirit in these char- 
acteristic sentences: 

All literature has become permeated sym- 
pathy for the under classes. Great — 4 no 
longer look with derision upon those underneath 
them, and none dare insult ‘‘ the common people. 
(In another generation the expresslon, the com- 
mon people, will give place to the people.“) 
A host of writers like Victor Hugo and George 
Eliot and Charles Kingsley and Walter Besant 
have come in to give their whole souls to softening 
the lot of humanity. Today all literature is 
working for the once “despised and unbefriended 
classes. Society cares less and less for work 
of artistic finish and more and more for books 
filled with sympathy and enthusiasm for man. 

Every time a river is enslaved a thousand men 
are set free. Every time an fron wheel is mas- 
tered a thousand human muscles are emancipated. 
There never has been an age when the rich could 
not travel rapidly. But steam enables the poorest 
man to travel rapidly. Always the rich could 
wear warm garments, but the loom gives soft 
raiment to the poor. Always the rich could 
buy books. In the tenth century the Countess 
of Anjou gave 200 sheep, one load of wheat, 
one load of rye, and one load of millet for a 
volume of sermons written by a German monk. 
Now our people buy the works of our greatest 
essayists, novelists, and poets for one penny, or 
two. The new printing presses have placed all 
the classics within the reach of the poorest. 

While these sermons by Dr. Hillis on the 
various books in question show less original 
matter than some of his other work, yet his 
telling of the story is always graphic and 
is sometimes powerfu His portrayal of 
the gradual downfall of Tito In “ Romola”’ 
is a striking sermon on the sin of tampering 
with conscience. His summing up of the 
Ute struggles of Jean Valjean is no less ef- 
fective as a homily on the beauty of a life

While its style shows the well-known man- 
nerisms and occasional carelessness of its 
author, the volume will be found to be one of 
the most readable that have come from the 
pen of Dr. Hillis.

Although the Transvaal war has only just 
commenced, and much more blood will be

For, in spite of the sym- 
pathy of the Austrian government and par- 
ticularly on the part of Emperor William 
for England in the present struggle, a con- 
siderable number of Austrian and German 
noblemen have already sailed for south 
Africa with the avowed purpose of joining 
the Boer army. Some of them have even 
gone so far as to resign their commissions 
in the German and Austrian armies in or- 
der to avoid any obstacles being placed in 
their way by the authorities of their native 
land. For so strongly characterized has 
been the disposition of Prussian officers to 
fight under the r flag against the Eng- 
lish that the Kaser has been obliged to 
issue a strict order forbidding, under divers 
pains and penalties, any officers belonging 
either to the active or to the reserve forces 
to join the Transvaal army.

of this prohibition are Count Zeppelin, 
Baron Reitzenstein of the Prussian Garde 
du Corps, who won the long distance ride 
from Berlin to Vienna; Count Staremberg, 
a brilliant Austrian cavalry officer, who like- 
wise distinguished himself in that long dis- 
tance ride; Baron von Wickmann, and 
scores more besides.

In Australia the youthful Governor, Lord 
Beauchamp, who is not yet 28 years of age, 
has been making himself extremely ridicu- 
lous by inaugurating a most elaborate code 
of court etiquette at Sydney, although the 
people of New South Wales are noted as 
being the most democratic of the whole of 
the antipodes. 

Although he is a mere Governor, yet this 
youthful Earl insists upon the same homage 
being paid to him as if he were a full fledged 
Viceroy or a royal personage. Not merely 
on public occasions but even in the private 
circle every one, his sister, his guests, and 
his suite, must rise when he enters a room 
and remain standing until he is seated. 

He no longer issues “ invitations '’ as his 
predecessors in office and other colonial 
Governors are in the habit of doing, but 
sends out commands in the same man- 
ner as the Queen herself when she asks 
people to dinner. A prominent colonist hav- 
ing received a command to a government 
house ball wrote regretting his inability to 
attend: To this letter of his a response was 
sent in the shape of a second card of com- 
mand,” with the word command under- 
lined, and there was likewise accompanying 
It an intimation that unless he obeyed his 
namé would be ‘stricken from the list of 
people entitled to presentation and inter- 
course with the Queen's representative. 


The most offensive, however, of Lord 
Beauchamp’s innovations is the discrimina- 
tion practiced among the guests at the 
government house entertainments. Only 
those guests holding blue tickets are ad- 
mitted to the actual presence of the young 
Governor. The holders of white tickets 
are deprived of this privilege, are compelled 
to gaze from afar upon the sacred pres- 
ence, and are prevented from mingling with 
the blue ticket guests by a cordon of flunkies. 

The only reason for maintaining these 
colonial Governors, who are paid, it must 
be remembered, not by the crown or by 
the imperial government, but by the colony 
itself, is that they should contribute to the 
keeping alive of the loyalty of the colonists 
to the sovereign. It is difficult to imagine 
anything that is more calculated to have a 
contrary effect than the course adopted by 


Lord Beauchamp. 


France's old aristocracy, and more particu- 
larly the great world of Paris, has just sus- 
tained a serious loss through the death of 
that perfect type of a Grande Dame, the old 
Duchess de Maillé. For the last thirty years 
he: Sunday evening receptions in the hand- 
some mansion which she occupied in the 
Rue de Lille—that is to say, in the center of 
the noble Faubourg—have been attended by 
the cream of the intellectual as well as of the 
aristocratic Paris. She was a remarkably 
witty, kind-hearted, and exquisitely elegant 
woman, who made no attempt to conceal her 
age, but appeared, on the contrary, to glory 
in her lovely white hair, which was dressed 
A la Marie Antoinette, and set off by her in- 
variably black dress. 

Her quick temper, her extreme frankness, 
and her habit of calling a spade a spade 
rendered her quite a character in her way, 
and she had a most amusing fashion of lay- 
ing down the law to her numerous acquaint- 
ances and friends. She may be found por- 
trayed as the type of what a great lady of 
the old school should be in many of the most 
witty novels and dialogues of Gyp.“ and 
was universally beloved by both old and 
young. To many of the latter she had played 
the part of a fairy godmother, and while she 
was always opposed to the new rich, and also 
to the Hebrew element which occupies so 
conspicuous a position in Paristan society, 
yet there are many men and women who owe 
their position and their success in life to her 
support and kindness. 

Her eldest son, the head of the ancient 
ducal house of Du Maillé, is Captain of an 
infantry regiment stationed at Tours. He 
was at one time in the cavalry, and as such 
was called on several occasions to command 
the mounted escort of Queen Victoria when 
in France. He is a handsome, manly fellow 
who has but little in common with the other 
young Dukes de Luynes, de Noailles, de 
Cazes, de Morny, d' Uses, de Chaulnes, etc., 
who make their home all the year round in 
Paris and who divide their time between

The ducal house of de Maille traces back 
its origin in an unbroken line to the Baron 
Gausbert de Maillé, who lived in the year 
1035. Among the many minor honors pos- 
sessed by this house is the Dukedom of 
Plaisance. This dukedom was created by 
the first Napoleon in favor of that Labrun 
who was his fellow-Consul prior to his as- 
sumption of the imperial dignity and who 
subsequently held the office of Prince Treas- 
urer of the empire. Count Armand de Maillé 
married during the early part of the reign 
of the third Napoleon Jeanne Labrun, the 
sole surviving child and heiress of the last 
Duke of Plaisance of the Labrun line, she 
being the granddaughter of the first Duke. 
The Emperor, with a view of perpetuating 
the dukedom, revived it in favor of her 
husband, whose son, Count Louis de Maillé, 
now bears it as great-grandson of Consul 
Labrun, the colleague of First Consul Bona-

MRS. COOPER’S ALIMONY LARGE 


Appellate Court Affirms Order on the 
Merchant to Pay $600 a Month 
Temporarily. 


A decision was rendered by the Appellate 
Court yesterday in the suit of Mrs. Winifred 
B. Cooper against her husband, Frank H. 
Cooper of Siegel, Cooper & Co., which at- 
firms that of the Superior Court as to ali- 
mony, pending the final adjudication of the 
suit. The judgment is that Mr. Cooper must 
pay to Mrs. Cooper $600 a month, give her 
$1,500 for solicitor’s fees, and the rent of 
the premises at 150 Pine street, where Mrs. 
Cooper resides. This is one of the largest 
—— for alimony given in Chicago 
courts. 

The suit of Mrs. Cooper was in Octo- 
ber, 1898, and at the r Toles 
Ball on Nov. 28, 1898, the judgment just at- 
firmed was rendered. Mr. Cooper appealed. 
In the pleading presented in the appeal 
Mrs. Cooper declared that before she and 
her husband separated on Oct. 19, 1898, she 
was allowed for her use and the maintenance 
of the household between $1,500 and $2,000 
a month in addition to the rent of the house 
and the expenses of the stable and hire of 
coachmen. She said her husband's total in- 
come last year amounted to $750,000. She 
put the amount of his estate at $1,500,000, 
while his salary as Vice President of the firm 
of Siegel, Cooper & Co. was $12,000 a year. 

Ia answer to this Mr. Cooper said his in- 
come was not so great as $750,000 a year, 
but that since 1896 he had allowed his wife 
$500 a month for household expenses. In 
November, he declared, he paid his wife 
$11,000 from her father’s estate, and that she 
had $15,000 worth of jewelry and silverware 
he purchased for her.

Local receipts were 55 cars, 
against 261 last season. The sample market 
was steady and seaboard reported export 
engagements of 15 loads. 


Country Not Selling Corn. 
The feature in corn was the disappoint- 


to their bids sent out on Wednesday night. 
Some of the larger houses got no response 
whatever, and feeders are evidently bidding 
prices higher than the equivalent of Chicago 
quotations. Receipts at 192 cars were even 
less than the small estimate. A local stock 
of corn wili decrease about 750,000 bu. Clear- 
ances were 626,000 bu. Liverpool was up %d 
on futures. The spread between December 
and May did not change materially. The 
market tone was strong, with prices at no 
time below the close of the previous day. 
The net advance was c. 

Provisions were easy during the greater 
part of the session, but with fluctuations 
within the narrowest possible range. The 
market at times was practically nominal. 
About the only business was in the way of 
changing over contracts. The local price of 
live hogs was off 5c on arrivals of 35,000 and 
an estimate of 24,000 for today. Shipments 
of lard and meats were less than last year. 
Lard in Liverpool partially recovered recent 
losses. Western markets had 80,700 hogs, 
against 68,500 a week ago and 89,800 a year 


ago. 

The improved conditions prevailing in all 
the pits had a sympathetic effect on oats 
and made prices about \c higher, May sell- 
ing at 24% and closing with the advance 
practically sustained. Trade was a much 
larger ‘volume, although largely local in 
character.

That 
taken for shipment was largely malting. 
Prices were about unchanged, feed being 
quoted 334%@34%c and low grade malting 
844%4@36c. There was a good demand for a 
still higher grade around 44@45c. 

Not much was done in seeds, although the 
market was steady on a basis of $2.55 for 
March timothy. November sold at 52.48.

Sales of cash clover were made at $8.00, with 
March easier at $8.25.

INTERESTING STATISTICS ARE FUR | 
NISHED BY CONTROLLER DAWES. 


Examination and Compilation of Re- 
ports from Nearly 10,000 Institu- 
tions Show a Rate of Increase in the 
Number of Deposit Accounts Which. 
Is Unparalleled—Number of Borrow: 
ers Also Greater—Interest Charge: 
Are on the Decrease. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Chariles G. 
Controller of the Currency, has 
made public the results of his investigation 
into the number of loans and deposit ac- 
counts, rates of interest, and resources of 
the combined banks of the United States in 
the years 1889, 1894, and 1899. Nearly 10,000 
reports from banks have been examined and 
cumpiled. The general deductions follow: 
First—That the number of individual depositor: 
in the banks of the United States is constantly 
increasing, as indicated by the regular increas¢ 
in the number of deposit accounts of the combined 
banking systems, estimated as follows: July 12 
1888, 7,203. banks reporting, 6,708,971; July 18 
1894, 9,508 banks reporting, 8,993,766; June 30 
1890, 9.732 banks reporting, 11 432,636. The es- 
timated grand total for the year 1889 shows 138. 
158.874 deporit accounts in 12,804 banks. 
Second—That there is a demand from borrowen 
fcr the use of the greater proportion of the de 
posits of banks, and while the number of in 
dividual borrowers is increasing the depositors 
greatly outnumber the borrowers, and the increase 
in the number of borrowers is much less than the 
increase in the number of depositors, as indicated 
by the rate of increase in the number of loans 
estimated as follows: July 12, 1888, 7,208 banks

Price of Cereal—Private Car .

- Government ownership of railroad, tele- 
graph, and telephone systems was the pana- 
Sen for commercial ills resulting from the 
ravages of trade combinations which was 
suggested by the three witnesses heard yes- 
terday by the Subcommittee on Transporta- 
tion of the Industrial commission. The. 
search for alleged discriminations in rail- 
road rates and for the elevator-railroad 
“combine” said to dominate Chicago's 
grain market was continued. The most sen- 
sational testimony was given by 8. H. 
Greeley, a Board of Trade man. 

“The railroads,”’ said Mr. Greeley, are 
the foundation stones of the trade combina- 
tions which ure rising in this country today. 
Special rates on freight are the food on 
which these combinations live. The rail- 
roads, combining with the public warehouse- 
men, have brought about the condition 
which insures safety to the bucket-shops.”’ 

H. F. Dousman, for more than seventeen 
years a shipper of grain on the Board of 
Trade, asserted that he had gone out of 
business because, through the rebate-allow- 
ance practices of railroads in defiance of the 
law, the business of grain handling could not 
be honestiy conducted. 


Commerce in the Cabinet. 

A. A. Kennard, Vice President of the Chi- 
cago Butter and Egg board, urged the ap- 
pointment of a Federal Commissioner of Com- 
merce. This office, he asserted, should be 
made a branch of the President's Cabinet. 

Both grain men handled the methods of 
Nate grain inspection vigorously. Mr. 
Greeley asserted that large sums of money 
had been used at Springfield to secure the 
passage of the law despite the Supreme 
Court's opposition allowing public ware- 
housemen to become grain dealers. , 

Mr. Greeley occupied the entire afternoon 
séssion. The five causes exercising demor- 
alizing effects on the markets he pointed out 
as railroads, public warehouses, bucket- 
shops, bear speculators, and the owner- 
Ship of private cars. He argued that the 
public warehousemen were licensed serv- 
mnts of the public whose duties are to care 
for grain intrusted to their keeping. After 
the passage of the interstate commerce law, 
he asserted, these men had begun to figure 
as grain dealers to get favors from rail- 
roads and to mix the grades of grain stored 
in their warehouses to their advantage. 
Seventy-five per cent of the grain stored in 
these warehouses, it was said, sooner or 
Jater became the property of the w 
men. 

This condition,“ continued Mr. Greeley, 
“has produced an army of bear raiders 
and, indirectly, the railroad companies have 
become surety for the bucket-shop—a con- 
cern which should be prosecuted and its 
operators sent to the penitentiary. The 
20,000 bucket-shops in the United States do 
business of 30,000,000 bushels of grain a 
day. 

“ As it is now, one man puts out the price 
Zor the product of the producer. It's Armour 
on the St. Paul and Burlington roads; 
Charlies Counselman on the Rock Island; 
the Weares and two other elevator systems 
on the Northwestern road. The public 
warehousemen with the railroads are driv- 
ing out the country elevator dealer. As 
soon as this end is gained they will dictate 
one price to the producer and one price to 
the consumer. I can tell of five men who 

meet every day after the Board of Trade 
sessions to arrange the combination’s price 
for grain through the Western territory. 


Harsh Names for Armour. 

7 I want to say,“ said Mr. Greeley later, 
that I consider Armour the greatest high- 
way robber in commercial life today. He 
is the backbone of this railroad combination. 
He was, I beleve, the man who first con- 
socted this combination of the railroads and 
public warehouses. He was such a powerful 
ander of freight that he could dictate.” 

Ih discussing the private car problem, Mr. 
Greeley said: The Armours own between 
30,000 and 20,000 cars. If any man owns cars 
and receives a minimum of five-eighths of a 
ent from the railroads for each mile each 
ear travels he can lose money in the grain 
business and still make fortunes out of his 
Private car system. 

“TI believe,” continued Mr. Greeley, ‘ “ chat 
every public warehouseman is receiving 
“rom railroads advance information of 
@hanges tn tariffs. When these railroad sys- 
ems become the merchandisers of the coun- 
iry nothing short of government ownership 
an correct matters, for I don’t believe aly 
Saw can be drafted which will govern a 
railroad.”
